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Jaguar for Britain 


HE handshake of the nation is owed to the Jaguar company for its magnificent 
success in the Le Mans 24-hour Race. In 1951 the company had scored a 
resounding victory; in 1952 the inexorable Mercedes-Benz will to win took 

advantage of a minor débicle in the Jaguar équipe. There was a suspicion of 
arrogance in the way the German team omitted to contest this year’s race, as though 
their 1952 win had set a standard that would withstand challenge until they resumcd 
competition. And then, in this Coronation year, the Type C Jaguar leaped into the 
fray again with a snarl from the XK120 engine and raised the race speed from the 
Mercedes’ 96.67 m.p.h. away up above the 100 m.p.h. mark to a new level at 105.85 
By any standards that is a terrific performance and has a happy air of devil-may-care 
determination about it to greet the second Elizabethan age. 

The debt owed to the Jaguar car is now considerable. It set a standard in styling 
from its earliest days, and as value for money it has climbed steadily into a leading 
position. Of late years the company has sought and found real performance, break-- 
ing new ground for cars of that type, and has proved that such performance can be 
had with reliability; no better proof of this exists than the race which has just finished 
with such a remarkable victory. Mr. William Lyons, his chief engineer, Mr. W. M. 
Heynes, and all those who help to produce the Jaguar car are as redoubtable a team 
as the men who drive them 

Amongst those, the victors’ laurels went to Mr. J. Duncan Hamilton, a private 
sportsman, and Major A. P. R. Rolt, of the British Army, and everyone is delighted 
that it should be so. In second place, Stirling Moss and Peter Walker added to their 
considerable reputations, while in fourth place the Ecurie Ecosse driver, Ian 
Stewart, drove the third Jaguar to success along with Peter Whitehead. Sandwiched 
between second and third of this British trio was the American Cunningham of Mr. 
P. Walters and Mr. John Fitch, driven into a well-deserved third place, and after 
them all came the Continental opposition. This was Britain’s day—Jaguar’s day, 
and, as such, is immensely stimulating.

Chicken or Egg? 

HE prominent automobile engineer, Mr. Maurice Olley, now with the Chev- 
rolet Division of the General Motors Corporation of America, has always 
displayed an admirable directness of expression, and his latest remarks about 

post-war European cars show that the years have not dimmed his ability in that 
direction. None the less, his summary of styling comes as a shock : “ In appearance, 
however, nearly all post-war European cars are related to American styling. British 
and Germans have accepted it perhaps unwillingly, the French with reservations, 
the Italians enthusiastically.” 

After the first incredulous scoff, the mind searches back for refutation, but it is 
somewhat difficult to find it. Slab sides and the all-over front with recessed head 
lamps are as American as the George Washington Bridge, though far less elegant 
than that splendid structure. Squarely, pugnaciously as a rock in the seas of 
memory, stands the Chrysler Airflow, a production car which can still be mistaken 
for a contemporary model although it appeared twenty years ago. It was indeed 
the egg which preceded the chicken of the modern style 

Directly to refute Mr. Olley’s implication of European subservience, the tendency 
is to think of the great Italian coachbuilding names such as Pinin Farina. But have 
thev done more than impart a classical elegance to the cocktail bar overblownness of 
the American shape as it first appeared? It is very difficult to make such an assertion. 
Only in the sports car field can Europe claim to have developed a shape without 
reference to Detroit. The traditional type is purely functional as a piece of engineer- 
ing, its modern counterpart for aerodynamic reasons. In these, therefore, “ styling” 
has been a mere polishing process. With regret, therefore, and even a little chagrin, 
it must be conceded that Mr. Olley is right

Today the 
Jaguar and Aston Martin normal pro- 
duction engines, for example, peak at 
5,000 r.p.m., and even American 
engines of over five litres produce their 
maximum output at 4,000 r.p.m. or even 
higher speeds. The Spanish Pegaso 
tops the lot at 6,500 r.p.m. 

At the same time compression ratios 
are also much higher than they were a 
few years ago. Then, a compression 
ratio as low as 5 to | was quite general, 
but present-day engines are usually in 
the 7 to 1 to 7.5 to 1 range. A few 
have 8 to 1 compression ratios and in 
the U.S. some engines have been 
designed for 10 to 1 or even 12 to 1 
compression ratios. 

Both these developments, higher 
speeds and compression ratios, increase 
the demands on the ignition system. A 
six-cylinder engine running at 5,000 
r.p.m. needs 15,000 sparks per minute, 
so that the time availa’le fer the pro- 
duction of a single spark is only 1/15,000 
min o¢ 1/250 sec. In that short time 
the magnetic flux in the coil has to 
build up to its maximum and to die 
away as the primary circuit is inter-

rupted by the contact breaker. Higher 
compression ratios also necessitate a 
higher voltage for the high-tension 
current in order that it may pass across 
the spark gap; it has been established 
that an increase of one whole ratio 
necessitates an increase of 8 to 10 per 
cent in the voltage at the sparking plug. 


12-volt Preference 


It is not surprising, therefore, that 
developments in ignition systems are 
being sought. In America there is 
beginning a change-over from the pre- 
viously universally used 6-volt system 
to the 12-volt equipment, largely 
because of the demands on the ignition 
system owing to higher r.p.m. and com- 
pression ratios. In multi-cylinder 
engines it is also possible to divide the 
ignition requirement between two or 
more coils and contact breakers so as 
to allow more time for the magnetic 
flux cycle to be effective 

But, even so, it may be possible that 
a different form of ignition system will 
in due course become necessary. This 
was forecast by H. L. Hartzell, assistant 
chief engineer of the Delco-Remy divi- 
sion of General Motors, in a Paper read 
before the S.A.E. on March 14, 1951. 
The author summed up the probable

line of development very succinctly by 
saying that there are two ways of 
storing electrical energy, apart from the 
chemical method. First, by means of a 
magnetic field and secondly by a con- 
denser. The present ignition system 
uses the magnetic field storage method 
while most of the new proposed 
systems use the condenser storage 
method. 

The essentials of this high-tension 
condenser storage method were briefly 
described in the Paper as follows and 
are shown in an accompanying 
diagram. The supply system is a high 
voltage, direct current source that 
charges the condenser between cach 
ignition pulse. At the instant ignition 
is desired, the switch is closed and the 
condenser is discharged through the 
primary of the ignition transformer. 
Some variations of this system were 
then described, but it is sufficient here 
to remark that they entail considerable 
complication by comparison with the 
magnetic field storage method of the 
present high-tension system 

There is, however, another somewhat 
similar system known as the Smitsvonk 
low-tension capacity-ignition system 
invented by a Dutch engineer, Wijtze 
Beye Smits. The principle underlying 
this system is that the initiation of com- 
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bustion is really a thermal process, so 
that a certain minimum amount of 
energy should, therefore, be available 
in every spark, enough to ensure igni- 
tion in all circumstances. The release 
of the energy should take place in the 
shortest possible time in order to pre- 
vent dissipation of the heat. 

A different source of supply is used, 
1.¢., a condenser in which a predeter- 
mined amount of energy can be stored 
The release of the stored energy can 
be effected in several ways and depends 
on the nature of the discharge circuit. 
Four factors are of influence, the volt- 
age, the ampérage, the capacity of the 
condenser and the time. If the resist- 
ance in the discharge circuit is low the 
voltage will be low, the time will be 
short and the ampérage will be high 
Increasing the resistance results in an 
increase in voltage and duration and a 
lowering of the ampérage. As the right 
ampérage and temperature are vital to 
initiate combustion the resistance of 
the discharge circuit must be low.

Sparking voltage variation in a 55-hour 
test of the Smits low-tension system ; 
no correlation was observable between 
voltage and gap resistance, the latter 
varying between 2,500 and 5,000,000 
ohms. This phenomenon was ascribed 
to the formation and explosion of de- 
posits in the gap, causing the resistance 
to vary with each spark 


For this reason the ordinary high- 
tension open-gap type of sparking plug 
was found unsuitable and research was 
concentrated on the flush gap or sur- 
face-discharge type of plug. This is by 
no means new, although it has not been 
applied to car engines. In any electric 
spark the voltage will drop quite 
appreciably once the ionization of the 
spark path has taken place. It should 
be understood that the high-tension 
spark is generally considered to consist 
of two components: the capacity spark, 
which is of very short duration and 
which is the result of the discharge of 
energy stored in the capacitance of the 


plug and part of the circuit; and the 
inductance component or flame, which 
follows it, and which is of appreciably 
longer duration and consists of energy 
stored magnetically which can be only 
slowly released. It is the capacity 
spark component which causes the 
ionization of the spark path. The ioni 
zation of an open gap, such as that in 
the normal high-tension sparking plug, 
requires a relatively high voltage and 
the tension needed depends on the con 
ditions of the medium which is to be 
jumped 
Gas Pressure No Object 

In the surface-discharge type of 
sparking plug, where the spark gap 1s 
supported by a layer between the elex 
trodes over which the spark sweeps, 
these ignition processes take place on 
this surface layer independent of the 
gas pressure. It was found that a rela 
tively low tension was needed, provided 
that the space between the electrodes 
was kept very small and the res 
low by making this surface layer semi 
conductive. In this way a spark of a 
very short duration and of a very high 
temperature was obtained; it takes the 
form of a littl flame which protrudes 
outside the spark path and penctrat 
into the surrounding gas

AWYER-ON-WHEELS writes: A 
+ case of considerable interest to all 
who allow others to drive their cars was 
decided by Mr. Justice Devlin last 
February (Ormrod v. Crosville Motor 
Services, Ltd.). It has the additional 
interest that it arose in connection with 
the 1952 Monte Carlo Rally and out of 
the kind of arrangement that people so 
easily make without dreaming of the legal 
consequences which may be entailed, 
The owner of a Healey car was com- 
peting with a co-driver in the rally with 
1 Standard Vanguard, starting from 
Glasgow. The Healey owner arranged 
with two friends, a husband and wife, that 
they should drive to Monte Carlo in the 
Healey in their own time and by their own 
route. Their arrival at Monte Carlo was, 
however, to take place before the end of 
the rally, at the end of which all three 
were to go in the Healey for a holiday in 
Switzerland. Near Birkenhead the friends 
encountered fog and collided with a motor 
omnibus The bus owners claimed 
damages against the husband, who was 
driving, but also against the Healey 
owner They alleged that the husband 
drove negligently and that the owner was 
vicariously lable for that negligence 
Now it is clear that if my chauffeur 
drives my car negligently and cauSes you 
damage, you can recover compensation 
from me as the owner responsible for the 
man’s negligence (the fact that the whole 
position is covered by insurance does not 
iffect the legal principles involved). Again, 
irs as in other matters, I am lable 
for the negligence of my agent which 
causes you damage. It is equally clear 
that, if I lend a friend my car for his own 
pleasure or convenience, I am not liable 
for his negligence. (Again, the fact that 
my insurance policy covers his driving to 
the extent required by statute does not 
iffect the legal position.) If I were so 
liable, then obviously I would never lend

NOTHER legal xint has recently 

arisen: The spade “utility ” motor 
car has, as is well known, now been re- 
leased from the 30 m.p.h. speed limit when 
it is used as a passenger vehicle. What 
was not generally realized until the 
Divisional Court decided Blenkin v. Bell 
last year was that a goods vehicle, 
operated under a “C” licence, is freed 
from the 30 m.p.h. limit (which is applic- 
able to the vehicle under the licence 
when the vehicle is being used only to 
carry passengers, In fact the vehicle con- 
cerned in that case was a shooting brake 
or utility van, in respect of which the 
owner held a “C” private carrier’s goods 
licence. When stopped for exceeding 30 
m.p.h. the vehicle was carrying pas 
sengers only. The Divisional Court held, 
affirming the justices’ decision, that, on 
the proper interpretation of Sec. 9 (2) of 
the Road and Rail Traffic Act, 1933, the 
limit was in those circumstances not 
applicable. That decision caused a con- 
siderable stir, for many motorists had 
been convicted and fined on a contrary 
view; and much granting of free pardons 
and returning of fines ensued!

Special-bodied Morgan 
\ FOUR-SEATER body, with a 


long tail containing a luggage locker 
of useful size, has been built on a Mor 
gan Plus Four chassis by Coach Bodies, 
Lid., Western Lane, Nightingale Lane, 
London, S.W.12. It has an ash frame, 
panelled with aluminium, and the com 
plete car weighs 18 cwt, with fuel and 
water. ‘This is heavier than the standard 
four-seater, but the 2-litre Standard 
Vanguard engine still provides a very good 
power to weight ratio. 

The two rear seats, which are over the 
axle, are “ occasional” in character. The 
spare wheel, which is stowed upright at 
the front of the luggage locker, is higher 
than the top of the body and protrudes 
into a rounded swelling in the tail panel 
and locker lid; wrap-round bumpers pro 
tect the tail. Rear sidescreens and a big 
rear window reduce the quarter areas of 
the hood and avoid blind spots, and the 
hood is quite tall at the rear, to provide 
headroom. It folds dewn flush with the 
top of the bodywork and is covered by 
a combined hood and tonneau cover. 


Rear Lights Bill 


Pr URTHER modification of the Road 

Transport Lighting (Rear Lights) Bill 
was made in the final stages in the House 
of Lords. A new clause was agreed which 
provided that nothing in the principal Act 
or in the present Bill should require a 
vehicle to carry separate lamps for dif 
ferent purposes if it carried a single lamp 
satisfying all the requirements. A post 
ponement amendment urged by Earl 
Howe was negatived, the Earl insisting 
that too little attention had been given 
to the fact that of 3,400 cases of personal 
injury owing to pe rear lights nearly half 
were pedal cyclists. Moreover, Ministry 
of Transport accident returns showed that 
of 690 accidents from the same cause only 
107 concerned cars, If the House wanted 
to do anything effective about rear lights, 
he said, it should deal with commercial 
vehicles and pedal cyclists. 

Lord Lucas said that if the legislation 
was no more strictly enforced than the 
present lighting legislation it would be an 
abject failure.

Speed Limits 
HE cold light of research has been 
shed on speed limits, with interest- 
ing results; Dr. R. J. Smeed (Road 
Research Laboratory) has given them 
in a Paper to the Psychology Section 
of the British Association, read in Bel- 
fast. Depending on which way you 
look at them, they make motorists 
either wilfully bad boys or reasoning 
human beings who refuse to let arbi- 
trary restrictions interfere with their 
judgment of the situation at any given 
time. 
The experiments were carried out on 
“ before and after” lines in areas where 
speed limits were just about to be im- 
posed. Five areas were observed, and 
here are the results: 


M.p.h. 
before 


M.p.h. 
after 
wl 31.2 
29.4 28.5 
30.0 31.3 
31.4 40.3 
29.7 0.6 


For a sixth site, where a 10 m.p.h. 
limit was imposed, the figures were 
26.3 (before) and 24.9 (after), a reduc- 
tion of 1.4 m.p.h. 

Dr. Smeed gave a few conclusions 
The regulations had no marked effect 
on average speeds; in the first five areas 
about half the drivers travelled at more 
than 30 m.p.h., but although there was 
no appreciable change in average 
speeds there might have been a slight 
reduction in the proportion of vehicies 
travelling at very high speeds. There 
was some indication that the limits re- 
duced the number of personal injury 
accidents, though further work was 
needed to confirm. If confirmed, this 
would line up with the effect of the 
imposition of speed limits in 1935 
There was no incompatibility here, the 
doctor remarked, especially as the 
speed limit may have affected the 
highest speeds. 

This seems to me to support the 
thesis that reasonable motorists have

long held. Apply the open road prin- 
ciples to built-up areas. On open roads 
there is no speed limit, but the police 
can act under various laws when speed 
becomes dangerous. What is a dan- 
gerous speed? one might ask There 
you must depend upon the police, 
which you do, in any case, in open road 
prosecutions. Keep up the calibre of 
the force, and there would probably be 
as few injustices in built-up area 
prosecutions as there are on the open 
road.

Bird Songs 


N account of a most unusual fault 
comes from an opposite number 
of mine on a radio journal. He was 
driving his car home from London to 
the South Coast when it began to make 
noises “like a B.B.C. seagull.” These 
came from under the bonnet, appeared 
to synchronize with road shocks, but 
happened only if the throttle foot was 
well down. 

They vanished for a few miles and 
then returned almost continuously, 
turning into a siren-like screech that 
rose in pitch with additional throttle, 
even if the revs did not rise; casing off 
the throttle stopped them completely 
In the end this motorist decided to shut 
his ears to the noise and head for home 
just as quickly as _ possible Ihe 
screech became a banshee wail, rose 
steadily in pitch until it was an octave 
higher than ever before and finally dis- 
appeared in the supersonic frequencies 
By this time my correspondent had 
decided what it was 

The asbestos had been blown out of 
one corner of the copper-asbestos ex 
haust. gasket and, presumably, a littl 
edge of copper had been acting as a 
reed, with plenty of “blow” available. 
In the end the heat had no doubt des 
troyed the reed 

My correspondent relates a similar 
trouble with a silencer, in which a kind 
of pinking noise occurred at an exact 
rev figure. I’ve not had the reed effect, 
but I am always chasing sympatheti

Traffic Lights 


NOTHER aspect of driver beha 

viour recently discussed by Dr 
R. J. Smeed of the Road Research 
Laboratory (see column one) is obedi- 
ence to traffic lights. The reactions, 
aid Dr. Smeed, were very different in 
the heart of London from what they 
were on a road without a speed hmut 
on the outskirts of the city.

In fact, the British, in their 
endeavour to elaborate for the sake of 
safety, made a mistake in using the 
amber light at all. It must have been a 
ostly one, too, when one considers the 
extra wiring involved.

The. larger models are the Statesman 
and Ambassador and various body styles 
are available under these headings.

BARRIER which effectively prevents 
a vehicle leaving the road at 
dangerous places has been demonstrated 
on a by-road in Buckinghamshire, It is 
the design of a Danish firm, Dahl 
Brothers, Ltd., whose address in Great 
Britain is 52, Haymarket, London, S.W.1, 
and is in quite general use in Denmark. 
The barrier is made of reinforced 
concrete sections, slightly curved back 
from the road, and mounted on stout 
posts in the form of a continuous strip.

ment of the spring, and therefore adjust 
ment of the outwards pressure and fric- 
tion exerted by the piston segments, is 
carried out merely by taking the top half 
of the damper casing in the hand and 
turning it.

clean and compact lines with a minimum 
of frills.

When a Rover car and also a 10-ton 
truck were used in the demonstrations 
it was noticed that they were slowed 
down quite rapidly as they ran along the 
barrier, although the brakes were not 
applied. This braking effect is part of the 
design: the middle of the concrete strip 
i$ at average wheel hub height, and the 
bottom, which is generally well below a 
hub, is of rectangular section.

The barrier proved strong and suffered 
superficial damage only under the impact 
of the Rover, although violent impact of 
the heavy truck cracked a section.

The truck was little damaged 
Both these vehicles were naturally stable 
and never looked like overturning, but 
some small cars might be overturned on 
impact, it was considered. A motor cycle 
would normally remain on the road, and

The ability to leave the road, to escape 
a head-on collision, can provide the 
option of a slight accident instead of a 
serious One, and wide grass verges are a 
safety factor. But where there are preci 
pices or deep rivers alongside a road, or 
where there are city pavements crowded 
with pedestrians, so scientifically

our betters made us begin with bones before we 

became lost in trimmings. If you don’t know Lake- 
land that is a pretty good way to approach the district, 
too, because by following the skeleton you can “do” Lake- 
land in a weekend. Why a weekend? For one thing, I 
think that introduction enough, while nameless chunks of 
scenery tend to produce mental and optical indigestion. 
For another, when holidays are scarce it may be easier 
to snatch three days and set the bonnet—probably—north- 
ward on Aé6. 

When you cross the bridge into Kendal you tread on the 
tail of A591, Lakeland’s backbone. After shop closing 
hours in Kendal I should not really be surprised to en- 
counter a string of pack-ponies clattering down with ficeces 
for the ghostly merchants at their old bargaining place, 
the Woolpack Hotel. Kendal is that kind of town, where 
an eighteenth-century sleepiness lingers about the yards 
leading off the main road. Unfortunately, in one weekend 
there is no time to explore those cobbled walks between 
cottages with frills of flowers round their petticoats, and 
you must remain with the twentieth century, droning uphill 
on the way to Windermere. 

The reward for a day’s driving is over that ridge; you 
tilt towards Windermere with day going down across the 
water of your first lake, which is also the largest, and aiie j ; 
the Langdales, silhouetted against the sky, promise real —_—S ' A am sal

Windermere’s slim length, though sometimes a mighty cold 
one when a north wind whips white horses down the lake. 
Morning, too, is time to procure Sheet 34 of the half-inch 
map wherewith to settle arguments, and to purchase a 
supply of Windermere toffee to send you chewing on the 
road. 

Instead of clambering back through Windermere I prefer 
the lower road winding round the town with a bonus of 
views, to rejoin A591 at the foot of Kirkstone. There you 
can turn left on the road to Ambleside. That is the place 
where Hartley Coleridge, son of a more soberly famous 
father, made some attempt at schoolmastering, but, to me, 
Ambleside is more inviting for its lakehead car park where 
you can plant your wheels among skiffs and dinghies. With 
luck, there you may contemplate hopeful characters waiting 
for char—not the Army on variety but Windermere’s 
own peculiar finny luncheon dish. 

It is only a step to Rydal, a step from the largest lake 
to a Lilliputian one. Just before you come to it a branch 
leading right goes to Wordsworth’s Rydal Mount (the 
owners open the grounds during the last week of May). 
Nab Cottage, further up, is where Hartley Coleridge settled 
to be near the master. When you look back on Rydal from 
the northern shore the lake is a wide blue Morning Glory 
in a painted bowl and it is understandable why Wordsworth 
chose to live with a miniature of Lakeland at his feet. 

A twist of the road takes you round the corner—on this 
route the navigator has a rest because no one can miss 
it—to Grasmere spilling along the roadside. A smooth, 
sedate sheet of water, this, seeming to me as green as its 
name: what could be a nicer accompaniment as you run 
into Grasmere village, at the lake top? 

From the tourist point of view, Lakeland is magnificently 


In the churchyard at Grasmere, there is a simple slate slab 
with a monument to “ William Wordsworth, 1850 ’’. 
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continued 


arranged. Grasmere, for instance, is both the centre of 
literary Lakeland and a place that occurs about lunchtime. 
Your first introduction to literature is Wordsworth’s Dove 
Cottage at the roadside, now a museum, and just opposite 
Town End where Coleridge (H.) lodged on his wanderings. 
De Quincey spent twenty years hereabouts and if you dive 
down a small V of road to the village proper, and if your 
taste runs to such things, in the churchyard there is a 
simple slate slab with a monument to a man of simple 
greatness: “William Wordsworth, 1850.” 

Long before you come to it Dunmail swells underwheel, 
as though drawing breath for the final haul over the Raise. 
That is also a warning to make the most of opportunities 
for passing, otherwise you are compelled to absorb 
fragrance from the heavies all the way up the long, winding 
Raise—not that Dunmail is among classic climbs, even in- 
cluding the bit at the top that catches those who change 
up too soon. The road squeezes between Steel Fell and 
the foot of Seat Sandal, an outcrop of Fairfield, and beyond 
under Willy Wife Moor, which is the base of Dollywaggon 
Pike, through a veritable gateway. In fact it is a gateway 
to northern Lakeland. Tradition says that Grisdale Tarn, 
over by Fairfield, holds Dunmail’s crown. If this last King 
of Cumberland made his final stand against the Saxons at 
this pass he had a good eye for defensive country, like his 
modern successors who built the pillbox there. 


Meat Ration 


Incidentally, the Raise teaches one thing, that even where 
stone walls exist they are only natural terrain to athletic 
Herdwicks. Lakeland drivers are born, or made, with a 
capacity for split-second judgment of the degree of maternal 
feeling between mutton on one side of the road and lamb 
on the other, and the number of yards ahead that feeling 
will assert itself! 

Dropping down the northern side of Dunmail gives a 
momentary glimpse of Helvellyn before you are swallowed 
in a steel-grey valley between conifers. Some people like 
Thirlmere. I detest it for sombreness and because often 
the surrounding peaks rip rain out of the clouds and then 
a good lakeside road invites a speedy departure. With it 
there goes an odd sha-sha—some mechanical defect im- 
minent?—but, you quickly discover, only the tumult of 
hidden gills racing down to plunge under the road and to 
increase the Mancunians’ drinking water. 

Thirlmere’s head wears a fuzzy mop of trees like a perm 
caught in the rain. Beyond it, over the next ridge, you 
drop into Keswick and a second night’s lodging. It is only 
twenty-odd miles from the morning but an early pause is 
in order, both to give the driver a day off and because 
Keswick is such a worth-while centre for northern 
Lakeland. 


Local Colour 


The tablet outside the Royal Oak amounts to a local 
literary history. If you want a leg-stretch before dinner 
there’s Greta Hall to inspect, the place where Southey 
established his variegated family, and Crosthwaite church 
to see besides a pencil to buy (Keswick for pencils, like 
its blue pottery). Certainly one of the “musts” is a stroll 
through the meadows where corncrakes grind on the way 
to Friar’s Crag. It’s pleasant and the Ruskin memorial 
slab is there; it is an excellent viewpoint and there is 
satisfaction in standing at last on that very site depicted 
on every season’s Christmas cards. 

I have known people visit Keswick and miss Derwent- 
water because they failed to follow the direction sign beside 
the white Town Hall. Exploring the town is something 
to reserve for after dinner, especially on the spring and 
summer evenings when Borrowdale is at its very best. In 
spring this valley becomes a meringue of blossom—I re- 
member especially late May, in the delayed spring of 1947, 
when all Borrowdale foamed with apple, pear, cherry, lilac, 
laburnum, chestnut, and hawthorn almost overpoweringly

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sweet; the roses, azaleas and rhododendrons flowered at 
the same time. The only rival season is October, especially 
about mid-month when Lakeland’s woods pick up such 
colours as you don’t believe possible when someone paints 
them—trees so vibrantly scarlet it is hard to believe they 
are not burning. Often October is the month in Lake- 
land, crisp, clear and tangy with autumn. After one such 
year, when days were so warm we went coatless and looked 
for shelter at noon, a long-time resident assured me there 
never was a bad October; so the next year it rained. But 
October is often good here. 

The road by Derwentwater runs through beech woods 
carpeted in season with wild hyacinths—the first I knew 
that spread a scent of cultivated ones—towards Lodore at 
the lake foot. If you have neither time nor inclination to 
scramble up to the fall there is a glimpse of it through 
the trees, a thin thread in summer but splendid for a 
few hours after rain. Beyond, where the cuckoos answer 
their echoes across the valley, the road winds tightly round 
sheets of raw slate beside the river (and there must be 
some grand trout in those clear brown pools) to the Bowder 
Stone. Any self-respecting tourist pauses to work off 
Lakeland chicken or Eden salmon by climbing to that 
precariously balanced rock. 

Running down Borrowdale, under the shadow of old 
volcanic peaks, is a series of surprises; each corner seems 
the end but it is not in sight until you have caught a 
glimpse of Sca Fell—the highest English mountain—and 
come to Seatoller. Its agreeable wood Youth Hostel, my

Swedish friends assured me, is the exact touch to make 
Lakeland a replica of their scenery. At Seatoller you can 
survey with proper respect the famous and cerie Honister 
rising to incredible heights in an incredibly short time. 
You can also probe down the narrow left fork before the 
village, to Seathwaite which really is journey’s end in a 
cup of the hills, unremarkable save that it is the wettest 
place in England—all 123 inches of it—and often looks like 
that, too. 

You must back-track to Grange before coming to a road 
that, despite its “other” classification, is really quite good. 
Beyond the bridge it climbs out of the village to what I 
claum as the finest route in Britain, if not anywhere. It 
is a corniche affair cut along the Catbells. Very far below 
it there are coloured woods, and ferries and fishing boats 
creeping across the water like slow beetles; Skiddaw and 
companion giants seem almost at eye level from this eyrie. 
There is a pink house on the point, a deliciously Italian 
touch, and viewed from this road in shadow as the sun 
goes down, Derwentwater becomes a perfect oval of colours 
—jade, emerald, scarlet, turquoise, indigo, amber. I need 
say no more 

It is a road to negotiate slowly, especially as you hairpin 
down at the farther end with the choice of returning directly 
by Portinscale to Keswick, or of adding a sixth lake to 
the day’s score by running up the western side of 
Bassenthwaite. All the good lakeside parking places are 
prohibited, but still you get plenty of views on this wood- 
land road where owl-light comes quickly. Beyond the 
Pheasant you turn right as far as the main road (A591 
again) and in no great distance complete the circuit of 
Borrowdale under Skiddaw’s flank. It is, I think, a tour 
that makes Walpole’s Herries chronicles well worth the 
re-reading with new knowledge of the terrain and perhaps 
of the writer’s house on the western shore of Derwentwater. 

Morning departure from Lakeland is no anti-climax if 
you pull out on the Penrith road as far as Troutbeck station. 
A592 is clearly placarded to Ullswater across a cotton-grass 
fell and the civilized oaks and sweet chestnuts in the hotel 
garden at Dockray are a coffee-time relief. Not far from 
there you swing down Glencoyne Parkside with Uilswater’s 
long S splendidly in view. The lake can be sombre but 
often it is blue and nearly as colourful as Derwentwater; 
it is most cheerful when the steamer comes chugging down 
with the gaiety of a Mississippi showboat. This second

largest lake is also where Wordsworth wandered, as every 
schoolchild is bound to know, and I have it on the best 
authority that he was inspired by the daffodils at Eusemere 
hill where, in fact, daffodils still grow. 

Whether or not you park among the pied wagtails and 
walk up to Aira Force and Lyulph’s Tower, this is a place 
to decide the route homeward. Turning left along the 
lakeside leads you to Penrith and the choice of carrying 
on by A66 to Scotch Corner, or of picking up A6 over 
Shap to Kendal. 

Turning right and running down to Patterdale brings 
you to the foot of the Kirkstone and Brothers Water poised 
beside it. For those of moderate courage and horse power 
(I have been over in a Ten) that famed ascent makes a 
grand finale to the mountains. At 1,480 feet above sca 
level perhaps the engine as well as the driver will appreciate 
a rest at the Traveller’s Inn where—dare one suggest it?— 
there may be ham and eggs to send you physically as well 
as mentally replete down to the familiar skeleton road 
where the weekend began

combined efforts of strong teams of 
Lancia, Alfa Romeo and Ferrari from 
Italy, and Talbot and Gordini from 
France, broke up before the cracking 
pace set by the Jaguar team, and there 
were no Lancias, no Alfa Romeos, and 
only one each of the other makes run- 
ning at the end of the race—an indica- 
tion of the Jaguars’ resounding per- 
formance. Among the classes, two 
Austin-Healeys finished second and 
third in the 3-litre class, won deservedly 
by Gordini, while the Frazer-Nash of 
Wharton and Mitchell was the lone 
survivor in the 2-litre class. The Ger- 
man Porsches took first and second 
places among the 1}-litres with ease. 
On handicap, the race was won by 
the Panhard of the brothers Chancel,

Cunningham which took second place 
recorded the highest speed -here, at 
154 m.p.h., while the Alfa Romeos of 
Sanesi and Kling achieved 152.2 and 
152.1 m.p.h. respectively. 

The face average was substantially 
above the 100 m.p.h. mark throughout, 
for the first time in history. Without 
any shadow of a doubt, this was a won- 
derful and well-earned victory. 


TO doubt about it—the popular appeal 
of Le Mans does not lessen with 

the passing of the years. In fact, this 
year it was greater than ever, possibly 
because of the increasing interest in motor 
sport as a whole; possibly because of the 
truly magnificent entry. All through the 
week culminating in the race, the old 
French town in the department of the 
Sarthe was a hive of activity, a bedlam 
of different tongues, and a gradually in- 
@rcasing conglomeration of enthusiasts, 
teams and other interested parties, all 
seeking additional accommodation, 
special facilities of one sort and another, 
and all manner of peculiar and unlikely 
items of personal and mechanical equip- 
ment. By the time of the first period 
of practice—from 9 p.m. on Wednesday 
evening until 1 a.m. on Thursday morn 
ing—excitement had reached fever heat 
Already there had been alarums and 
excursions The scrutineering periods 
had found several teams in trouble with 
the regulations; notably in regard to 
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those affecting wing dimensions. Jaguar, 
Frazer-Nash and Ferrari were all among 
the alleged culprits here. Yet the 
scrutineering was almost equally lax in 
other directions. Quite a number of cars 
were not painted in the appropriate 
national colours, and other more or less 
minor infringements were also to be ob- 
served. The Austin-Healey of Becquart 
and Wilkins had the ideo to be 
badly damaged in a crash with a lorry 
in Le Mans itself, on the way back to 
the Healey headquarters after scrutineer- 
ing; however, strenuous work by the 
mechanics got it straightened out in ume 
for it to appear at practice on the second 
evening. 

In practice, it was immediately obvious 
that the speeds attained by the fastest 
cars this year would be very high indeed. 
During the first period, the new-type 
Cunningham driven by Phil Walters put 
in a lap in 4m 41s (107.4 m.p.h.), only 
one second slower than last year’s record 
lap; but this paled into insignificance the 
following evening when poor Tom Cole 
took his 4.1-litre Ferrari open two-seater 
round in 4m 32s, an average of 110.959 
m.p.h.! Duncan Hamilton achieved 
4m 34s in the fastest Jaguar, while the 
fastest Aston Martin lap was 4m 37s—all 
well inside the old record. 

Even for the practice sessions, a re- 
markable crowd of spectators was 
present; upwards of 20,000 people 
crowded into the enclosures, staying there 
in large numbers until midnight and 
after. Fortunately, the weather remained 
clement During the second evening’s 


session the onlookers were given some- 
thing to see when the Spanish driver 
Jover crashed his Pegaso on the climb 
ing right-hand bend just after the pit 
area. The car cannoned from inside 
bank to outside bank, throwing the driver 
out, and then rolled slowly into the road 
again; Jover suffered multiple fractures 
of one leg in addition to face and head 
injuries. 

Alfa Romeo practised on the first 
evening only, then retiring to do sundry 
slight modifications to the rear suspension

Race Day 


From its inception over thirty years 
ago, there has been something about the 
atmosphere of the Le Mans 24-hour Race 
which has elevated it above other events. 
In its present form, it consists of three 
races in one, as it were; the straight- 








forward Grand Prix d’Endurance, in 
which the car covering the greatest 
distance in the 24 hours is the winner; 
the handicap race according to cylinder 
capacity, and the Biennial Cup (also on 
handicap) for which competing cars have 
to have —_— by covering a set 
minimum distance in the previous year’s 
event. But it is always the straightfor- 
ward race which captures the imagination 
and the interest of the crowd—as well it 
may, with the fastest cars now attaining 
over 150 m.p.h. down the long straight 
to Mulsanne and hurtling up past the 
busy pits at better than 110 m.p.h., with 
the sudden crash of noise as of a low- 
flying aircraft. 

From early morning the crowds were 
converging on Le Mans. There had been 
slight showers in the night, and the morn- 
ing was dull, but it appeared probable that 
the breeze would at least hold off further 
rain until the evening. Ar the circuit all 
was more or less orderly confusion, with 
the teams arriving by , the cars 
lining up at their pits, all the various side- 
shows and restaurants commencing opera- 
tions—and above it all the rypical, blatant 
background music blaring from all the 
loudspeakers, already at full blast. 

Several last-minute defections were 
announced, letting in reserve entries. One 
Hansa-Borgward was not present; one 
Pegaso, as already mentioned, had crashed, 
and the other was at the last minute also 
announced as a non-starter; and finally, 
the new 3-litre Gordini failed to come to 
the line. This let im four reserves: the 
2-litre —_ Fiat-Dagrada (Lurani and 
Mahé), the fourth supercharged Lancia

(Gonzalez and Biondetti), a blown Peugeot 
203 (Constantin and Aumnaud), and a 
1}-litre Gordini (Crespin and Loyer) 

As four o’clock on Saturday afternoon 
drew nearer, it became impossible to move 
in public enclosures, press grandstand or 
pit balcony, and the nervous tension was 
at its height. The drivers, especially those 
to whom the task of starting in the first 
spell of the race was entrusted, paced 
nervously up and down, cleaning goggles 
and trying on crash helmets, time after 
time. But the worst periods of waiting 
come to an end, and finally the cars were 
all lined up in traditional echelon forma- 
tion and order of engine size. The national 
anthems of the competing nations (five in 
number: France, Great Britain, Italy, 
Germany and the U.S.A.) were solemnly 
played; the drivers all stood or crouched 
m their white-painted circles—and then 
the flag fell, and the race was on! 


Hare and Hounds 


From the head of the lime the ‘new 
Cunningham with Walters at the wheel 
shot away, closely followed by Sydney 
Allard in number four Allard, Chambas in 
the supercharged 4}-litre Talbot, and a 
multi-coloured multitude, in which Stir 
ling Moss was weaving his way with 
incredible dexterity from the Jaguar posi 
tion almost half-way down the line. He 
passed Villoresi (Ascari’s partner in the 
big Ferrari) before the end of the pits and 
swept off towards the Esses, in and out of 
the ruck. The watchers at the end of 
the long straight strained their cyes to see 
who would arrive at Mulsanne first—and

it was a green car. Allard had got out 
ahead! At Arnage it was still Allard; and 
as the cars came within sight of the pits 
on the road up from White House, Allard 
still led, but with Villoresi and Moss close 
up. Then, after a momentary pause, with 
a crash of sound the whole pack swept 

st—Valenzano in the first Lancia, 
Walters Cunningham, Cole’s blue and 
white Ferrari, Rolt’s green Jaguar and 
Hawthorn’s red Ferrari coupé—and still 
they came on and on. The pace was hot; 
at the end of the second lap Villoresi led 
with Moss on his tail, and then came Cole, 
Rol, Allard and Valenzano. The speed 
rose even further, but the order remained 
the same on the third lap—and then as 
the leaders came round for the fourth time 
another green car was out in front. Moss 
in the Jaguar was leading from Villoresi! 

But already cars were visiting the pits, 
and unfortunately poor Allard was one of 
the victims; the rear axle location had 
broken, and the car was out. For the next 
few laps the order remained settled, with 
the leader lapping at between 4m 41s and 
4m 45s. On the cighth lap Rolt brought 
this figure down to 4m 37.758, a new 
record, and on the ninth Villoresi was 
sandwiched tightly between Moss and 
Rolt, who had Cole’s Ferrari. But 
now the Alfa ymecos were moving up, 
three cars travelling in strict formation 
50 yards apart, driven by Kling, Fangio 
and Sanesi, and gaining on the leaders 
until after 20 laps Kling was in fourth 


place 
But before then much had happened

Hawthorn’s Ferrari stopped at the pit 
after eight laps—a brake pipe had frac- 
tured. It was quickly repaired and the 
reservoir topped up; but this resulted in 
his disqualification shortly afterwards, for 
having performed this latter operation 
before the set minimum distance of 28 
laps for _ replenishments. Levegh’s 
Talbot was also a pit visitor; and then on 
the 17th lap Reg Parnell misjudged the 
Esses in his Aston Martin and hit the 
bank, bending the body and, unfortun- 
ately, the front suspension. One Aston 
out; that driven by Abecassis had already 
made a brief pit stop, and shortly after- 
wards Dennis Poore came in with the third 
car, to lose a lot of time while a broken 
tappet was changed—it was not Aston’s 
day at all. 

Then Moss, too, stopped, first to 
change a plug and then, when no im- 
provement resulted, to clear a choked 
fuel filter. But Rolt took up the cudgels, 
passing Villoresi without difkculty to lead; 
at the end of two hours the average speed 
was only fractionally under 105 m.p.h. 

Before long cars commenced to refuel; 
first were the two Gordinis of Trintignant 
and Mieres; then Villoresi came in, let- 
ting Cole and Kling into second and third 
a, soon reversed for a brief space 

efore the Alfa, too, refuelled. The 
Bristols came in, with S. C. H. Davis on 
the pit counter in shirt sleeves, and an 
air of military efficiency surrounding the 
operations; a contrast to the Porsche pit, 
in which some most un-Teutonic con- 
fusion reigned for a few moments. But 
still the Jaguars went calmly on, and it 
was almost an hour after the first Ferrari 
stop before Rolt came in for a wheel 
change and refuel in 2m 25s (quicker than 
the Ferrari stop with no wheel change, 
and equal to that of the Alfa). 

More excitement; Graham Whitehead 
in the leading Bristol broke a connecting 
rod near Mulsanne; the wheels locked 
and the car slid off the road, catching fire 
as well, but the driver was unhurt except 
for a cut on the arm through getting out 
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in a hurry! Sanesi decided to hurry 
slightly in his Alfa Romeo just before his 
refuelling stop, pushing the lap record to 
first 4m 33.98 and then 4m 33.3s (110.4 

-h.); but there was still more to come 
before the race ended.

Now the race was beginning to take 
shape. The Jaguar team was still com- 
plete and one of their cars was leading 
the race. Ascari’s Ferrari was settling 
down and challenging strongly. The Alfa 
Romeo team had lost the formidable 
Fangio, but the remaining cars—nose to 
tail lap after lap—looked as if they were 
deliberately holding off their challenge 
until later; and it was clear that the 
Cunningham team had been briefed to 
take it “gently” and see how many of 
the leading cars blew up as a soot of 
overdoing the speed too early. 

The leading Jaguar was more noisy 
than one has come to expect of these cars, 
but the engine note was still as crisp as 
an autumn frost, and the heavy sprink- 
ling of British spectators was full of 
optimism as a result. But for spectacle 
the Ferraris could not be beaten, and the 
engine note as Ascari or Villoresi changed 
down into fourth passing the pits was one 
of the little things which a newcomer to 
Le Mans would particularly remember— 
to the average driver a case of changing 
down into top at something around the 
magic 100 m.p.h. ! 

The Cunningham of Walters and Fitch, 
open and noisy, was in particularly sharp 
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contrast with the almost silent coupé ver- 
sion. But even in these early stages the 
Cunninghams were undoubtedly very 
serious contenders for the top honour— 
victory on distance. Over the past few 
years the development of this American 
marque has been impressive, and their 
tactics at this stage of the race have been 
known to bear fruit so often. 
Steadily the green Jaguar of Rolt came 
in front of the Villoresi-Ascari 
Ferrari, but the red Italian car was creep- 
ing up, and at 8.26 p.m. it came round 
in the lead, inevitably causing tremendous 
excitement and s ation among the 
crowds which were packed deep all round 
the course. Shortly afterwards the Aston 
Martin of Poore and Thompson got away 
from the pits after changing a tappet, but 
the Aston team as a whole was not to 
be favoured by luck on this year’s run. 
However, at least the Ferrari lead was 
not destined to last long. Before a 
quarter to nine Ascari’s pit stop let Rolt, 
who was driving on crack form, back into 
the lead. To the expert observer of these 
Le Mans classics this was of little account 
at this stage—but the crowds love to see 
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something happen, and on this occasion 
the British sections could not have agreed 
more ! 

A really cracking pace had been set and 
it was being held fiercely. The lap record 
time had already been shortened, Sanesi in 
one of the Alfas being the main clip 
Now, of course, after more than four 
hours, cars were constantly in and out of 
the pits for changing drivers, taking on 
fuel, in need of repair and even for ihe 
unfortunates to retire and hide away their 
cars and their personal depression. Any 
visit of any car to the pits started a great 
wave of applause from all the spectators 
and pit staffs in sight, and to anyone un- 
used to racing on the Continent it must 
have appeared at first that the applause 
expressed satisfaction at delays for “un- 
popular” cars! But in fact no driver pulls 
into a French pit—or away from one— 
without culeatle congratulation. The 
French Le Mans crowd lives and breathes 
with the event right through. 

After 9 p.m. the light began to fade, 
for at this time the sky was rather over- 
cast. The advertising barrage balloon 


began to merge with the clouds and the 
Dunlop bridge to integrate itself with the 
grey road behind. The head lights began 
to come on—on the fastest cars first—in 
various shades of yellow, and each time 
they approached the pits from Arnage 
they appeared to be a little brighter. Soon 
it was fully dark, and one had the illusion 
that the cars were almost stationary as 
they came down the long, almost straight 
approach, suddenly to explode into noisy 
life as they tore on at an unabated pace 
past the pits and away under the bridge 
Kling’s Alfa appeared to have a sticky 
exhaust valve and, although his speed was 
unaffected, each time he changed down 
for the uphill right-hand bend after the 
bridge the car gave quick, violent spurts 
of whitish-blue flame

LE MANS... 


In the hours between midnight and 
four a.m., the halfway mark in the race as 
a whole, the spectacle continued un- 
diminished. So, almost, did the amazing 
crowds at every point of vantage; of all 
ages from five to eighty, ae! scrambled 
for positions of eminence inst the 
safety fences, retired to lie sleep on 
the grass or in tents, or patronized with 
unfaltering gusto the bistros and buffets 
dotted round the enclosures. Still the cars 
hurtled round; the most amazing feature 
of this spell in the race was the defection 
of both the remaining Alfa Romeos. That 
of Sanesi and Carini spent some time in 
the pit, and was then briefly joined by its 
German-driven comrade; a few laps Lecer 
they were both there again, and finally 
their joint retirement was announced. 

Before 4 a.m. was reached mist began to 
make its regular annual appearance on the 
circuit, troubling the drivers on the stretch 
on either side of White House, Yet speeds 
drop: but little, Ascari in particular

But as daylight continued to brighten 
the sky behind the barrage balloon (which 
was hurriedly hauled down for a pump-u 
when daylight revealed the state of its fins) 
so the mist thickened, particularly on cer- 
tain sections of the course such as that in 
the area of the pits. Indeed, at about six 
o'clock on Sunday morning it was so bad 
that even from a position at the “ leading 
end” of the pits grandstands it was 
utterly impossible to see the Dunlop 
bridge about 150 yards away. 
impenetrable fog—as it reall 
—fiashed Ascari’s Ferrari with the usual 
living scream from the engine as fourth 
gear was insisted upon; and it seemed, 
certainly, that he was merely taking a 
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sighting shot ~~ the line of the pits 
before throwing the car into the tricky 
curve virtually blind. And the leading 
Jaguar (Rolt and Hamilton) was much the 
same. Its time was but a matter of about 
three seconds different on average from 
the car’s time during the daylight of what 
was now the previous day. 

So, as the sun climbed, the spectators 
were reminded of the consummate skill 
with which these drivers—after all, the 
world’s pick—were prepared to meet any 
contingency in any circumstances the 
weather cared to offer. As it was realized 
that the balloon was not ._ 
shaped cloud, speeds began to climb once 
more. And during this period between 
darkness and the new day it was, as 
always, impossible not to be amazed by the 
staggering number of spectators still at 
their vantage points. For example, it was 
still quite impossible for the enclosure 
spectator to find any room at one of the 
palings, and the balcony above the pits had 
not less than two or three rows of specta- 
tors at it during the whole of the night and 
the chill early morning.

With the necessity for S stops, the 
Cunningham and the Moss-Walker Jaguar 
changed places once again; but it was not 
long before the Jaguars were first and 
second once again, with the third car of 
the team (Whitehead-Stewart) imme- 
diately astern in fourth place. Jaguars 
1-2-4; what a change and what a revenge 
for last year! But the race was not over 
yet, and they settled down grimly to go 
no faster than was necessary, with 
memories of last year’s Levegh incident 
in mind (when his leading Talbot broke 
down with only an hour to go). 

The two 1}4-litre Porsches were very 
firmly entrenched in the first two places 
in their class; but in the 2-litre class only 
one car remained of the five starters. This 
was the Wharton and Mitchell Frazer- 
Nash coupé; the Le Mans Frazer-Nash 
of Gerard and Clarke had gone out with 
a broken fan, and the second Bristol had 
long since suffered exactly the same fate 
as the first; in this case the driver was 
Wisdom, who was slightly burned and 
cut in addition to dislocating his shoulder. 

Of the 3-litres, the last Aston Martin 
(Poore and Thompson) had emptied its 
cooling water into the driver’s lap—and 
without any cooling effects! One Gordini 
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had broker its rear axle, but the 2.5-litre 
car of Trintignant and Harry Schell was 
still going really well and leading the class 
with ease. The two Austin-Healeys were 
also going very well indeed, and had given 
a remarkable demonstration of high speed 
reliability from a car of that size and 
price. Among the v small cars— 
exclusively French—the D.B.s of Bonnet 
and Moynet and Gignoux and Azema, 
and the Panhard of P. and R. Chancel, 
had averaged remarkable speeds for their 
size, and the first-named was leading on 
handicap. 

Now the race was entering its last stage, 
when team managers bite their nails and 
pray that nothing will break so near the 
finish! The field had thinned out very 
considerably by now; the weather was 
perfect—not too hot or sunny, with but a 
slight breeze—and the enclosures, stands 
and vantage points were once more full 
to capacity. A last-minute retirement was 
that of the surviving Borgward, driven by 
Poch and Mouche, which fell out with 
mechanical trouble on the straight with 
“7 half an hour to go—very hard luck 

e 

And so, once again, the famous track at 
Le Mans resounded to the sound of 
thunderous cheers for a British victory— 
and again for Jaguar, recompense for their 
débacle of last year. Tony Rolt and 
Duncan Hamilton in the first car, Stirling 
Moss and Peter Walker in the second car, 
Peter Whitehead and I. M. Stewart in the 
car which finished fourth—what a demon- 
stration! Third place went to the latest- 
type Cunningham, in the capable hands 
of two of America’s best road-racing 
drivers—John Fitch and Phil Walters— 
and a very well-deserved place it was. 
Moreover, the other two cars of the 
Cunningham team were also running 
strongly at the finish, and were well 
placed. 

One remarkable performance was that 
of the 2.5-litre Gordini, which not only 
finished well up (in sixth place), but was 
also running as well at the finish as at 
the start. * This may be a good augury for 
next year’s Grand Prix races! 

It had been a magnificent race, at a 
speed well over the magic 100 m.p.h., and 
also far above that of any previous event 
im the series. And it was won by a British 
car and crew.

SUPPRESSORS 


Location is an Important Factor 


[64944.]—I would like to add my comments on the subject of 
television interference suppressors 

Many people are fitting, and are being advised to fit, the screw 
in type of suppressor, not in the distributor but in the coil. I 
have carried out a considerable amount of work on this subject 
using the Pye impulsive interference meter, which is an approved 
standard instrument 

It was found that, if the resistance is placed at the coil end of 
the h.t. feed, no suppression occurred; the resistance has to be as 
close as possible to the source of interference owing to its 
oscillatory character. A compromise position, in nearly every case 
was close to the distributor head; even half-way along the lead 
did not help to suppress. 

Fitting the suppressor in the coil is wrong but convenient and 
when I have pointed this out to people, they say it does not 
cause interference on their own television which, on investigation 
is found to have an interference limiter circuit incorporated 
Every one cannot afford this extra luxury in their sets; as it is 
becoming legally necessary that this interference should be 
suppressed, I feel that a little guidance should be given

“THREE attractive, though _ rather 
luxurious, fittings for the owner who 
s fond of instruments are being imported 
from Germany by the Century Optical 
Company, 167, Tottenham Court Road, 
London, W.1. One is an altimeter for the 
facia. It has a dial of 24-inch diameter 
with a chromium-plated rim and is jin 
thick between the glass and the securing 
flange, which is drilled and countersunk 
for screws. Underneath the instrument ts 
a lever which enables it to be set to zero 
in compensation for barometric changes 
before setting out. It is calibrated in feet 
vith silver figures on a black dial, and is 
sensitive to small changes in altutude, 
while it accurately records larger ones 
It costs £6 Ss 3d 
Another fitting is a simple, strongly 
made car compass This has a simple 
and easily read calibration of black letter 
and triangles and the body is of trans 
lucent plastic with a white line, which 
must be brought to correspondence with 
the centre line of the car. Attachment 1s 
through a hinged bracket and a rubber 
ucker, and it is primarily designed for 
windscreen mounting On a car, this 
compass has the desirable feature of re 
maiming steady on rough roads and being 
little affected by vibration It was not, 
on the particular car on which it was 


tested, affected by magnetic interference 
from the car’s ignition system, which in 
cluded a high voltage coil. The price of 
this compass is £2 12s 6d. 

The third of these German fittings is 
an interior mirror of anti-dazzle glass, in 
the ends of which are fitted a thermo-

Spinning Clutch 

When the engine of my car is hot 
(normal working temperature), I have 
difficulty in making a clean gear change 
This difficulty does not occur when the 
engine 1s cold. The gear box is of the 
non-synchromesh type and I think the 
cause is something to do with the clutch, 
which was renewed about 8,000 miles ago

Your trouble is almost certainly the 

spinning weight of the clutch. When 

the car is fairly cold, there will be 
sufficient oil drag in the gear box to slow 
down the spin, whereas when things warm 
up the oil will be less viscous and excess 
spinning will take place. It is a difficult 
thing to cure, but it should be ascertained 
that you are using the correct grade of 
oil as a start. A slower gear change will 
be better when the engine is hot. 

Are you sure this is not simple clutch 
drag, which betrays itself in a difficulty in 
engaging first gear from rest? 


Blue Exhaust 


I recently had my engine completely 
recondiuoned and despite the most careful 
running-in I get a very blue exhaust with 
unduly heavy oil consumption. This has 
been traced to oil being drawn down the 
valve guides and passed through to the 
combustion chambers. There is no wear 
in the valve guides and there appears to 
be none in the bores. It seemed that an 
excessive amount of oil was reaching the 
overhead valve gear and so a tap was fitted 
10 the oil feed pipe and an inverted U-tube 
was fitted to the centre clamp to drain 
away oil from the guides. It appears nou 
that sufficient oil continues to reach all the 
bearings, but can you suggest a more suit 
able method of removing this nuisance ?

O question about it —Jaguars 
scored a terrific victory at 
Le Mans, which was this year 
a wonderful race. Right from the start 
there was a good deal of trouble among 
competing cars; speeds were very high, 
and were maintained throughout the 
race in a remarkable way, and the 
Jaguars never let up for a moment. 
Undoubtedly, one considerable factor 
in their success was their adoption of 
the latest version of the Dunlop disc- 
type brakes; these were not only amaz- 
ingly powerful, but also were prac- 
tically as good at the end as at the 
beginning. The Jaguars, in fact, were 
still braking quite hard for corners to- 
wards the end, whereas the fastest 
Ferrari, for instance, was short of 
effective brakes from half distance or 
so, the clutch eventually burning out 
from the strain of using the lower gears 
to slow the car. Another factor which 
increased the performance of the 
Jaguars was the adoption of Weber 
carburettors, which gave them con- 
siderably more power in the middle 
range of r.p.m., although with perhaps 
a slight drop in maximum power. 
Alfa Romeos all went out with 
mechanical troubles; one piston, one 
gear bex and one final drive unit. 
One Lancia lost the use of its starter 
motor (compulsory in tbis_ race), 
another of its dynamo; a third sprang 
an oil leak, probably from a broken 
pipe. Of the Ferraris, one went out 
with clutch trouble, one was disquali- 
fied, one crashed and the fourth fin- 
ished strongly in fifth place. This was 
a very strong Italian challenge, but it 
all came to nought. Incidentally, the 
Gordini drivers nominated in the list of 
starters (published on page 835) were 
slightly reshuffled; Behra shared the 
2.3-litre car with Mieres, and Guelfi 
the 1.5-litre with Loyer, 
A reliable estimate of the crowd at 
the start is 250,000; many more, of 
course, came and went during the race
